get plenty of opportunity to pull on the green and 
gold this year. 


Both are heavily committed to the Olyroos, the 
band of under-23 players who will probably have 


a never-ending stream of fixtures in the next 18 


months as coach Raul Blanco endeavours to hone 
his squad into a potential goal medal-winning 
outfit for the 2000 Olympics. 


And don’t be surprised if Alistair Edwards and 
Con Boutsianis, veterans of international squads, 
get a sniff of big-time action again with the 
Socceroos, who have been in cotton wool since 
drawing 0-0 with the US in San Jose last 
November. There are possible fixtures against 
Croatia and Brazil later this year and a glamour 
game against a Rest of the World selection at the 
new Olympic stadium in Sydney in June. 


Thirty-year-old Edwards, who has represented 
Australia from under-17 level throughto the 
Socceroos, has\demonstrated that he still packs a 
lethal punch as a striker with four goals in four 
games for the Glory and would like nothing better 
than to get another call-up. 


He's certainly the in-form striker in the NSL - 
and teammate Boutsianis has no peer in the 
competition when it comes to scoring sensational 
goals from free-kick situations. Five of his seven 
goals this season have come flying off his left 
boot from dead ball kicks, dipping and swerving 
and rocketing into corners of the net where it 
usually takes a step-ladder to reach. 


If Bootsy were an American Grid Iron player, 
he’d be worth his weight in gold, just being 
required to come onto the field to take the long- 
range punts and the accurate point-scoring kicks. 
Former Aussie Rules player Darren Bennett has 
shown. there’s more than a quid to be made in US 
football if you can kick the ball long and sure 
under pressure. 


That might be something to consider later 
down the track from Bootsy, who played for 
Australia in the 1992 Olympics in Barcelona 
and has been in Socceroos squads. Time for a 
re-call? 


Coach Bernd Stange has said Boutsianis’ 
ability with a dead-ball is world class. Stange is 
now working on improving other facets of the 
player's ane He said the player needed to 
improve his level of fitness and his capacity to 
defend when required. Maybe we've yet to see 
the best of Bootsy.

I 1961 the, |ASCO club was 
developed with the intention of 
representing the local Italian 
sporting fraternity in the La Trobe 
soccer league in eastern Victoria, 
To gain a more cosmopolitan feel | 
to the club, and in recognition of 
their then major sponsor (Ford - 
the manufacturers of the Falcon 
motor car), IASCO changed their 
name in 1964 to, Morwell 
Falcons. 


After 13 more years the club 
bade farewell to the local 
competition and headed for the 
comparatively dizzy heights of the 
Victorian State League, reaching 
the pinnacle of Victorian soccer in 
1984 when they were crowned 
State champions. 


Morwell accepted an invitation 
to join the NSL in 1992/93. The 
town was whipped into a frenzy - 
and the team were too, getting up 
2-0 in their first game (against the 
previous years’ runners-up Sydney 
Olympic). The Falcons contested 
their first, and only, finals series in 
1994/95. 


In the 1996 off-season the club’made some big 
changes. A name change from Morwell to 
Gippsland..Falcons was made in an attempt to 
associate themselves more with Victoria's La 
Trobe Valley region rather than the town of 
Morwell itself. The Gippsland board was 
streamlined, and the club appointed high profile 
former Socceroo coach Frank Arok. 


Gippsland’‘s inherent problem is its limited 
Au as" base. The town of Morwell had)just 
25,000 persons as at the 1996 Census, and 
the two neighbouring towns of Moeand 
Traralgon have a combined population of just 
45,000. The number of people in these three 
towns combined has actually dropped. by 
2000 over the past 10 years, reflecting the 
Australia-wide drift of people to larger towns 
and the capital cities.

| Danny Milosevic is frustrated you'd never know 
ity Showing the same coolness as he does 
between the sticks, he’s fairly philosophical about 
the performances of boyhood idol Tony Franken, 
since the former Socceroo keeper grabbed his 
chance in the Glory line-up. 


"We're very supportive of each other and learn 
off each other,” said Olyroo, keeper, Milosevic, 
who was about 13 when he first saw Franken play 
for Australia. 


“Tony has done well, there has been no reason 
for me to come into the team. All 1 can do is work 
hard in training and do that little bit extra and 
hopefully get back soon. 


“\'m there to do a job and when I'm required to 
do it I'll do it to the best of my ability. Soccer is a 
team game and if we make the top six it's because 
we've all done our fair share.” 


Despite being the outstanding keeper in the 
Ericsson Cup in the first half of the season before 
being sidelined through injury, Milosevic says he 
still has a lot to learn.

PUTS IN THE HARD WORK 


Sz it's a funny old game is it? To Perth 
Glory midfielder Paul Strudwick, in 
the sweltering heat of Perth Oval, it 
certainly doesn’t seem so. 
After 90 minutes of toil the 31-year- 
old is left drained and strained and 
gasping for cooler air with which to 
take the sting out of his lungs. Funny, is 
hardly the word. 
He is not alone in feeling the pain of 
exhaustion, but perhaps because of 
the role he plays - the tracking 
opponents, the driving forward, the 
desperate tackling - he is entitled to 
feel it more than most. 
Add to that the fact he is the wrong 
side of youthful exuberance (by his 
own admission), although still well 
short of extinction, plus the hard 
grounds and that blistering sun, and 
it's easy to understand why mid- 
season blues took an unwelcome grip 
around him. 
He acknowledges his own patchy 
erformances (“I just felt reall 
lat”),which coincided with the team’s 
fall. from the heights of the Ericsson 
Cup table. It's that “age thing”, he 
says. “I know I've said it before but 
the age thing ont doesn't help. 
especially in WA on the hard grounds. 
The training grounds are really hard.” 
He-says the start of the season and 
the last few games have been 
pleasing, especially considering the 
difficult middle period. 
In the Glory’s first season in the 
National Soccer League, English-born 
Strudwick was,ear marked by a number of 
opposition coaches as the most underrated, over- 
achiever in a line-up made almost entirely of local 
players. If that was the case back then, the 
midfield menace has confirmed, a couple of years 
later, he is one of the league's most resilient 
performers - and don’t his opponents know it. 
He is a classic fetch-and-carry performer - an 
unselfish worker, who puts in the hard work while 
contributing the forward thrust when needed. 
He is comfortable putting in a. desperate 
challenge in his own box, while still having the 
reserves of energy (despite his age) to travel the 
length of the pitch and be in position to knock 
the ball home. 
On that note, he is prepared to concede that 
the goals have not been flowing as freely as they 
romised just a couple of games into the season. 
e scored twice in as many games but has been 
unable to find the net since. But the relentless 
work ethic has hardly fluctuated. 


"! don’t think I've even scored in training since 
then,” he jokes, and» then laughs at the 
suggestion he is saving the goals for the finals. 
The finals scenario seems within arms’ reach now, 
but few at the club are prepared to tempt fate by 
pi about stage two before stage one is safely 
completed. 

Today could be the day when Strudwick breaks 
the drought, although he would ask punters not 
to bet on it. "I don’t think I'll ever score again,” he 
laughs. With the rate at which the Glory have 
been finding the net in recent weeks it probably 
wouldn’t matter if he didn’t. 

“| haven't got the vision or technique of Con 
(Boutsianis) and I’m not as quick as Gars (Michael 
Garcia), or Scotty (Miller) or Robbie (Trajkovski) so 
I'll just sit in the middle and win the tackles. 

Funny old game, indeed.

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THE CONSEQUENCES OF 
RED AND YELLOW CARDS 


| havesbeen asked to comment on the 
repercussions to players after they have been 
issued with red or yellow cards. 


We, as referees, are not concerned with the 
after effects, we are only interested that the game 
is played in the correct spirit and in accordance to 
the law. 


As | have said in previous editions, some yellow 
and red cards are mandatory, as directed by FIFA, 
and others. are at the referee's discretion, where 
players arenot responding to the referee's 
attempts to have them play within the spirit and 
the laws. 


The only interest that we then have is that the 
controlling organisation do ensure that there is some 
disincentive to players who are prepared.to break the 
laws by committing violent conduct or serious foul 
play or playing in a manner that is unsporting, 
particularly when they persistently do so.

SIR BOBBY MOURNS MUNICH TEAM-MATE 

Sir Bobby Charlton last week led the tributes to his 
fellow Busby Babe Dennis Viollet, who died in Florida at 
the age of 65, The Old Trafford goalscoring legend, who 
had suffered from a long illness survived the 1958 
Munich air disaster along with Sir Bobby. 

It was thought at first that the, injuries he suffered 
would end his career, but Dennis recovered to take his 

lace in the FA Cup final against Bolton that same year. 
nited lost the fina, but Sir Bobby will always remember 
Manchester-born Dennis as a true winner. 

“The whole club feels the grief. Anybody associated 
with the Munich disaster has a special place in people's 
minds. Dennis was a fantastic player and a really good 
lad. He still holds the goalscoring record at United and 
he would have played more times for England if he had 
not been injured so often,” Charlton said. 

Current United manager Alex Ferguson described him 
as one of the most under-rated players of his generation. 
"He had fantastic skills,” was Fergie's description. 


Record 

Viollet was born in Manchester in 1933 and joined 
United as an amateur when he was 16. He was one of 
many players of his era to graduate from the Old Trafford 
nursery system, which also produced the likes of 
Charlton, Duncan Edwards and Eddie Colman. Viollet 
was part of,the Busby Babes championship team of 56- 
57, where’he partnered Tommy Taylor in attack. 

His record of 32 league goals in one season still stands, 
39 years on. Viollet scored 178 goals in 291 first-team 
appearances. He left United in 1962 to join Stoke City 

He won two League championship medals with 
ed and a Division title medal with Stoke. He also won 
two England caps. 


Germany wants the controversial performance- 
enhancing substance creatine to be banned as soon 
as possible, a German anti-doping official was quoted 
as saying. 

"When it is taken in high doses, creatine is 
unmistakably a performance-enhancing drug and it 
should already have been banned, if only for ethical 
reasons,” Ulrich Haas, who will-ecome chairman of 
Germany's Anti-Doping Commission next May, told 
weekly Focus in an interview, 

Recent investigations’ have shown amino acid 
creatine, which is naturally produced in the liver and 
kidneys, is used regularly in sports such as soccer, 
cycling, rowing, motor racing and athletics. It is not on 
the International Olympic Committee’s banned list. 


ENGLAND 2006 BID GIVEN ROYAL CONSENT 

Reports from London have emerged that the heir to the 
British throne, Prince Charles, is to back England's bid to 
host the. 2006 World Cup by holding a reception for 
leading football figures at his country home of Highgrove. 

The dinner; to which many of the key decision-makers 
have been invited, will take place on FA Cup Final 
weekend. 

Those’ invited will also be given tickets to the 
Wembley final on May 21 and invited to Downing Street 
to meet British Prime Minister Tony Blair. 

Sports Minister Tony Banks confirmed the visit would 
take place as part of the effort to convince world football's 
ruling body FIFA to let England host the World Cup. 

He told the BBC: “This is a national effort. It is 
supported by all parties in Parliament and something the 
Prime Minister is very much pledged to see through to 
success”. 

FIFA President Sepp Blatter has previously backed 
South Africa to win the 2006 bid, but British backers 
hope he can still be persuaded to change his mind. 
Germany are also considered strong contenders. 


ZIMBABWE WIN 2000 NATIONS CUP REVIEW 

Zimbabwe, stripped of the right to host the 2000 
African Nations Cup finals, have won a second hearing 
on March 14.and:15, Confederation of African Football 
(GAF) officials have said. Zimbabwe's Football 
Association (ZIFA) held two hours of talks with CAF 
officials in Ghana after CAF decided to take the 2000 
finals away from them because they had not the met 
required targets. 

Officials said that the ZIFA team had failed to overturn 
the February decision but that CAF president Issa 
Hayatou undertook to submit their arguments to the next 
CAF executive committee meeting in Guinea's capital 
Conakry on March 14 and 15. 

“It's not an appeal. It’s just a recourse they wanted,” 
ee executive committee member Ishmael Bhanjee 
said. 

"The president (Hayatou) said the decision to 
withdraw the rights from Zimbabwe was an executive 
committee decision, so he will have to go back to the 
executive committee. 

"They have put their case forward and the president 
will put it before the executive who will take a decision 
on it.”
